Tool Box 

Steel--around 16" in length sith tray. Do not acquire too 
large a one, it will be heavy to carry around. 

Cost: not less than *4,00 


Long Nose Pliers 

Long tapered jaws and needle nose are the best type since 
they will reach the work easily. . Good quality is ali im- 
portant for inferior or cheap types have jaws that will 
soon twist. when making your purchase hold the plier up 
to a light and make sure there is good contact at the very 
tip. dxamine several and select the best one. 

Cost: not less than *2.00. 


Diagonal Cutting Pilers 

Generaly one with a long handle to reach the work and a small 
head to go between components is the best type. Good quality 
is again important because sharp cutters are required to 

make a clean cut of both the conductor and its insulation, 
Most of the work done by the cutter is at the very tip, be 
sure and select one waves cutting edges meet at the tip. 
Cost: not less than *2., 00, 


Drivers 

Phillips: medium and large size. 

Screw drivers: thin blade for set scress and adjustments, 
medium size, and one heavy duty. 

Nut drivers: sizes 3/16 to 9/16. 

In all drivers good steel is important, a poor grade will 

soon twist or wear out of shape. Some manufactures supply 

all the drivers in a kit form having ons handle do for all 

the blades. 

Cost: appx, 6.00. 


Soldering Iron

fer the standard iron be sure and include a stand for it, 
Cost: not less than 4.50.
